ANSWER: The requirements have been in ef¬ 
fect in California since 1872 and are designed to 
protect the consumer by enabling him to identity 
the person or persons with whom he is realk/ dealing.

New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and 'Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe” or the “East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

14. QUESTION: Is it mandatory that a single 
style of printed form be used in filing and pub¬ 
lishing of Fictitious Name Statements? 

ANSWER: County Counsel of Los Angeles 
County has ruled that any form is acceptable pro¬ 
vided it is of the 8 I /2 by 11 -inch dimensions pres¬ 
cribed by the State Judicial Council for forms, 
and provided it embraces all items specified In 
Section 17913 of the Business and Professions Code, 
and without regard to other material that may be 
printed on the forms for Identification or informa¬ 
tional purposes. 


6 . QUESTION: Must all firms doing business 
under a fictitious name publish at the time of tiling? 

ANSWER: County Clerk of Los Angeles County 
has ruled that effective July 1, 1971, all registrants 
under the new law must publish.

ANSWER; Publication must be made once a 
week for tour weeks in a qualified newspaper cir¬ 
culating in the area of the affected business. Publica¬ 
tion must be commenced within 30 days after filing.

15. QUESTION: After July 1, 1971, will all new 
filings require pubication?

ANSWER; Evidential proof of priority is esta¬ 
blished In the event competitors later use or tile 
under the same name. Also their is direct advertising 
value tor the firm through publication four times 
In a local newspaper of substantial circuation of the 
name and address of the business, It being noted 
that newspapers frequently print such names in 
black face type in capital letters, spaced separately.

1972-73 Coaj,nty budget was 
withheld last week by the 
Board of Supervisors a.s 
chairman Warren Dorn 
called for even further cuts. 

“Although the proposal 
reflects a 17-ce,nt reduction 
in the tax rate, I firmly be¬ 
lieve we can cut even more,” 
declared Dorn. 

His motion urged each 
supervisor to "thoroughly” 
review the document before 
the May 5 deadline for pub- 
licatio.n for public hearings. 

When Dorr, assumed the 
chairmanship last Decem¬ 
ber, the county laced a $60 
million deficit. He immedi¬ 
ately instructed department 
chiefs to "hold the line and 
eve.n out costs.” 

Th.e proposed budget le- 
Ic'ased last week shows a de¬ 
crease of $173 mllion from 
the current $2.4 billion. 

Chief Administrative Offi¬ 
cer Arthur G. Will told the 
board that state and U.S. 
mandated programs again 
comprise 95 per ce.nt of the 
budget. 

Dorn, emphasizing the 
need for “widespread” cur- 
lailments in other govern¬ 
ments’ .spending, said, "this 
board is setting an ex¬ 
ample.” 

“Again, it a,ppears the lo¬ 
cal property owner is being 
ignored in Sacramento as 
far are welfare and tax re¬ 
form are concerned,” added 
Dorn.
